The School Arch 
presented by Arthur Ambrose, 
AMA ’28, in Memory of his class- 
mate, Charles S. Roller, III.” 


The AMA band under the di- 
rection of Capt. W. W. Goforth 
and Cadets Luke Snyder and Russ 
Calvert played “Dixie” in honor 
of Professor Roller and “America” 
in honor of Capt. C. S. Roller, 
III. The ceremonies on Sunday 
were in charge of Major C. E. 
Savedge. 

On Monday morning at 9:30, 
the AMA corps honored the mem- 
ory of the founder with ceremon- 
ies at the Old Stone Church 
cemetery. The corps marched up 
Route 11 to the cemetery. Col. 
J. C. McCue delivered the ad- 


dress tracing the history of the 
school and of the personal his- 
tory of the professor. Ther2 were 
a triple volley, triple taps, 
and a prayer by the Rev. Carl 
W. Hiser. Major Samuel S. Wales 
was in charge of ceremonies on 
May 9, Following the solemn cere- 
monies, the cadets had the day 
off from school activities follow- 
ing a practice which began in 
1908.

It was 121 years ago, on May 38, 
1939, that Professor Roller was 
born, 

The two plaques will be un- 
veiled by the two ladies most dear 
to Capt. Roller, other than his 
mother who is also with us, His 
former wife, Mrs. Samuel S. 
Wales, will unveil the plaque to 
my right, and his daughter, Mrs. 
Malcolm H. Livick, will unveil 
the plaque to my left.

History of Pin-up Queen 


Dance Is Recalled 


During the darkest and bleakest days of World War II, Major 
Hoover and the BAYONET staff hit upon the inspiration to brighten 
the year with a dance which would be different from all of the others 
and one which would follow the trend of the day — and that trend 
was the selection of a Pin-Up Queen. Every unit, every outfit, and 
every plane during the war had its own Pin-Up Queen, and it seem- 
ed only natural to Major Hoover and the editors of the BAYONET 
for AMA to have a Queen each year. Heartily endorsed by Gen. 
Roller, the first Pin-Up Queen dance was a far cry from the dances 
of the present. Each girl who attended the initial Pin-Up Queen 
dance paraded before the judges, who then selected finalists, and at 
last, a Queen for a year. 


Evolving slowly from this con- 
ception was the idea to give the 
Queen more publicity and to make 
it less embarrassing for all of the 
contestants. Five years later, the 
boys began to submit pictures of 
their dates and finalists were se- 
lected from every conceivable type

gusta, 

At last, the idea decided upon 
for selection of a Queen was that 
each boy in the corps could sub- 
mit two pictures of his girl (one 
formal and one informal pose) to- 
gether with a list of her activities 
in her school and in the com- 
munity, and along with the selec- 
tion of a queen the necessity for 
a court of princesses appeared. 

During the war years, this one 
dance of the year was selected as 
the one to have the finest decora- 
tions, the best orchestra, and the 
most ceremony of any of the danc- 
es sponsored by the Cotillion Club. 
And as the years passed, cere- 
mony became more and more im- 
portant. Officers of the Battalion, 
the Cotillion Club, and other or- 
ganizations began to form an arch 
for the entrance of the Queen. A 
crown bearer, and a master of 


_| ceremonies evolved, and the gent- 
/|leman who would crown 


the 
Queen remained, as proper, the 
beloved principal, Gen. Roller.
